This tender was unanimously accepted on 
the reconrmendation of Mr. Kelly. 

Mr. Kelly said his original estimate was 
£23,000, but it was made at a time when no 
plans were prepared, and it was not con- 
templated that the new hospital would take 
the place of a general hospital. Kitchen 
and laundry were not included at first, nor 
the necessary construction of roads, If the 
general hospital was not found fit they would 
have a complete hospital in the building. His 
estimate was, therefore, made on an empirical 
basis. He considered the Jowest tenders as 
reasonable compared with the new hospitals 
at, Cashel and Nenagh in spite of the number 
of beds. The new Gospitel would have forty 
beds, and it roughly worked out at. £900 per 
bed.

Dissatisfaction was expressed by Tullamore 
Urban Council at the delay in proceeding 
with the scheme for the erection of 145 houses 
in the town.

“ SUPREME COURAGE ” 


Opening the case, counsel said that the 

idents of the night of May llth com- 

ned the most supreme courage on the one 
hand and the most. degrading cowardice an 
the other. fomewhere about midnight Guard 
Evan wes on duty at the corner of Bt. 
Stephen’s Gieen and Leeson street. A number 
of men had been painting slogans on the {ovt- 
pat, and Guard Egan saw four men coming 
down LEarlaort terrace carrying a can and 
brush and start to paint the phrase, ''Jein 
the I.R.A..” om am electric standard. He 
went over and asked what they were doing, 
but, as they gave.h.m no satisfaction, he 
said tha* he would have to take them to 
the station. They replied that he would not, 
and another suddenly appeared and, producing 
a gun, cried: ‘* Stick ‘em up.” 

he Guard was. alone, atid. apparently the 
men thought that he was unarmed, At any 
tate he fired when Guard Egan did not obey, 
and a bullet passed through the Guard’s 
Shoulder. The Guard still, however, main- 
tained his grip on two of the men, but had 
to release one of them in order to get his 
own gun ont. As soon as the Guard pro- 
duced his gun the man who had fited the 
shot took to his heels as fast as he could, 
but fired another shot as he tan, and this 
shot passed through the Guard's thigh. The 


, Other members of what counsel described as 


“the firing sguad,' also took to their heels, 
with the exception of Murphy, who could

A few moments later one of the assailants 
was seen as far away as the Shelbourne Hotel,

‘Guard Egan is a young recruit,’’ said 
connsel, ‘‘and he is a man I should like to 
take oft my hat to if I met him in the street. 
He took his prisoner to Lad lane Station, and 
I feel I can fairly say that no soldier better 
deserves to be called the ‘bravest of the 
brave’ than this young man. If the coun- 
try can produce from its humble ranks men 
like this it may hold up its head among the 
nations no matter how domestic traitors may 
Stab 1t in the back.” i 

Continuing, Mr. Black said that a passing 
motor car took the Guard and his prisoner 
to Lad lane, and not before Murphy had 
been safely lodged in the, station did the 
Guard consent to be taken to hospital. The 
man that fired the shots at the Guard was 
not before the Court at the moment. 

“These men claim to belong to the I.R.A., 
but the fighting I.R.A. that we all knew 
fought armoured cars and Jórries loaded with 
riflemen. It must be very galling to the 
members of a fine body to find men like 
these going around painting ithe I.R.A. letters 
on the footpath, flaunting its name and 
mouthing its principles, and bringing both 
into the deepest disgrace.” , 


GUARD’S EVIDENCE 


Guard Joseph Egan, who since the night 
of the shooting has been ' promoted to the 
rank of sergeant, said that he joined the 
Civic Guards in December, 1933. 

On the night of May 11th he was on duty 
in Earlsfort terrace. He saw four men walk- 
ing in the direction of St. Stephen’s Green, 
one of them holding a can. Near the offices 
of the Hospitals’ Trust he saw the words, 


i“ Join the I.R.A.,” painted on the footpath. 
| He approached the men and asked what they 


were doing. Murphy, who was one of them, 
said: “You have eyes and can see.” The 
witness asked him for his name and address, 
and he replied: “I do not recognise you at 
all.’’ The witness: then said that he would 
take them to the station, and Murphy said: 
“You will not.” He heard a ‘voice say, 
“Stick ’em up,” and, turning around, he saw 
a man, about six paces away, with a gun in 
his hand. 

Still holding Murphy with one hand, he 
put his right hand into his pocket to get 
his own gun, and suddenly felt a sting in his 
arm. The man who had fired the shot ran 
in the direction of St. Stephen’s Green, East, 
pausing to fire a second shot, which hit the 
witness in the thigh. A few moments later 
he saw a car going down Leeson street and 
hailed it. He put Marshy into the car, and, 
after taking him to Lad lane, went to Baggot 
Street Hospital for treatment. 

Murphy—You were carrying a concealed 
gun ?— Yes. 

Did you not fire point-blank at a man 
standing three paces behind me?—I fired at 


aa man with a gun in his hand. 


You tried to make a barricade of me and 
td partly over my shoulder at, him!—I did 
not. 

Did you. not threaten to take my life when 
I struggled with you?—I did not. 

When you saw the man run away: you 
turned the gun on me and threatened to shoot 
me if I attempted to move?—I made no 
threat, | 

You were the first to fire?—I was not. | 
was shot in the right arm before 1 had the 
gun out of my pocket. 

You fired one shot at the man, although 
you were already shot in the arm!—Yes. 

A member of the Court—The gunman came 
from behind? 

Sergeant Egan—Yes, 

Dr. Hastings Cosbie, house physician of 
Baggot Street’ Hospital, said that when the 
Guard was admitted to the hospital he found 
bullet wounds in the upper part of his right 
arm and left thigh. 
President—Was the patient’s life ever in 


Guard Owen Megahy, who was on duty 
in St. Stephen’s Green, said that he saw a 
group of men near LEarlsfort terrace. He 
heard no shots. 


* FLASHES OF FIRING ” 


Arthur Cooper said that while cycling 
home he saw a group of five or seven men 
painting something on the roadway. | Some- 
time later he heard shots, and on going back 
founds spots of blood on the footpath near 
Vincent’s Hospital. 

Harry Hynd, who also heard the shots, 
said that while going along the south side 
of St. Stephen’s Green he saw the flashes of 
the firing. He saw a man running along the 
Green towards Harcourt street, and when he 
(the witness) got to where the shots were 
fired he saw the Anscription, “Join the 
I.R.A.,’’ painted on the street, and some 
blood on the path. He saw Guard Egan 
holding a man near a motor car, but, at 
that time, he was not sure whether the Guard 
was holding the man or whether the man 
was helping the Guard into the car. 

Christopher Kelly said that while passing 
the Shelbourne Hotel he heard shots and 
saw a man running very fast. He asked this 
man if there was any.danger ahead, but the 
man only quickened his pace, and the. last 
he saw of him was crossing the street towards 
Kildare street: 

Christopher Robinson the driver of the 
ear which took Guard Egan and his prisoner 
to lad Lane Barracks, told the Tribunal that 
at, the junction.of Leeson street and Stephen's 
Green his car was stopped by a Guard, who 
said he was woundec, and who’ asked him 
to drivé to Lad Lan: Station. With the 
Guard was a civilian. The witness took both 
of them to Lad lane. 

Guard Fogarty said that when he searched 
Murphy in Lad Lane Barracks he found on 
him an instruction handbook for Lewis guns, 
an empty cartridge casc, and a Fine Gael 
badge, 7 

Detective-Sergeant John MacSweeney, who 
was in charge of a detective party on the 
night in question, said that when he arrived 
on the scene he found a number of people 
congregated around some painting on the 
street. He found two blood: patches; one 
on the path and the other at the junction 
of Stephen’s Green, Leeson street and Earls- 
fort terrace. Leaning against a lamp post. 
he found a bicycle for which he could not, 
at the time, find an owner. 


“ON STRIKE” 
Guard C. Ryan, Dublin Castle, read the 


answers to a number of questions put to 
Murphy. In these replies Murphy stated 
that he was a member ot the I.R.A.,. but 
held no rank. Qn the day of the shooting 
he was on strike from the Tramway Com- 
pany. With three others he went out to 
paint inscriptions on the street. In Ste- 
phen’s Green they were approached by a 
Guard in uniform, who asked for their 
names, whici they refused to give. The 
Guard caught hold of him and the others 
ran away, Just then a man approathed 
and said: “Pot them up.” The Guail 
had a revolver in his hand and fired at the 
man and the man fired beck. He thought 
that that man’s name was Jack Fitzsimons, 
but he was not sure, and, even if he were 
sure, he would not give evidence against 
him. He refused to state the names of the 
other men, or whether Fitzsimons was a 
member of the 1.R.A... The man who had 
fired at the Guard wore a brownish suit, 
a dark overcoat, anda dirty brown soft hit.

Murphy—I answered these questions under

To a member of the Court Guard Ryan 
said that Murphy was not threatened in any 
way. 

Station Sergeant Michae: Farrell read a 
statement made to him yoluntarily by 
Murphy, which was on the same lines as 
that made to the previous witness. ! 

Murphy—Yon came into the Bridewell and 
said that I would have to answer some ques- 
tions.—-I never said you would haye to answer 
any questions. te. 
Murphy—You most certainly did. Yon

answered six of them, incriminating nobody.

The Witness—The questionaire was in the 
typewriter and you signed it when it was 
taken out.

The President—Are you suggesting that 
your signature was forged ’—I am not suggest- 
ing anything. Those statements were not in 
it when I signed it. They were put into it 
after I signed it. 

The Stato case having concluded, Murphy 
was asked if he. wished to call evidence or 
make a statement. He replied that he did not 
recognise the Court, and added: ‘‘ It is all a 
‘frame-up,’ both that statement and every 
thing else, to try to get me to incriminate 
two men who had nothing whatever to do 
with it.” 

Murphy was found guilty of membership of 
an unlawful association, of assaulting, resist: 
ing, and wilfully obstructing Guard Egan in 
his duty, and of refusing to give information 
to the Guards, A verdict of not guilty was 
returned on the other charges. He was 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 


ABANDONED. BICYCLE 


Thomas McGrattan and Michael Fitzsimons 
was then puu forward for trial. 

Outlining the State’s case, Mr. Black said 
that both men were together when Guard 
Egan was shot. The man who fired the shot 
abandoned his. bicycle, and, through what 
counsel described as “a smart piece of 
Sherlock Holmes work,” the ownership of 
the bicycle was traced to Fitzsimons. It 
was noticed that new mudguards had been 
put on it and had been tightened with the 
aid of crude leather washers. <A search of 
Fitzsunons’ house revealed the leather from 
which the washers had been cut; Fitzsimons’ 
fingerprints were also found on the mud- 
guard of the bicycle. 

Sergeant Ega. gave evidence similar to 
that which he gave in the case against 
Murphy and identified the man who had shot 
him as the accused. Fitzsimons. 

Cross-examined by Fitzsimons, he admitted 
that he had not identified him at an identi- 
fication parade held in the hospital on the 
day after the shooting. The Guard accounted 
for this by the fact that he had had an in- 
jection of morphis and was ‘‘1ot quite him- 
self at the time.”

MILITARY EQUIPMENT 


Detective-Sergeant John MacSweeney re- 
peated his testimony regarding the finding 
of the bicycle at the scene of the shooting. 
Some days later ha saw it being examined 
by Detective-Officer Madden. t had two 
new black mudguards on it, and these were 
found to have been tightened on with four 
rudely-cut pieces of leather. The left pedal 
was taken off, and this was also found to 
have been fastened on with another black 
The witness also saw the 
finger-prints of Fitzsimons being taken by 
Sergeant MacNamara, after Fitzsimons had 
refused to have them taken, : 

Station-Sefgéeart Farrell produced a freshly- 
cut piece of Jeather, some leather cuttings, 
an old hoot, old mudguards of a bicycie, 
hand: grem des and ‘an army signal lamp, 
which had been found by Detective-Sergeant 
Mansfield at Fitzsimons’s house. He testified 
to the interrogation of both prisiners. Fitz- 
simons refused to answer any questions, but

COMMUNIST MANIFESTO 


The finding of eleven bomb cases, nine of 
them empty; one egg bomb, thirty-two necks 
of bombs, I.R.A. posters, two books, entitled 
‘The U.S.S.R. Through Irish Eyes’’ and 
‘* Manifest» of the Communist Party ” (Karl 
Marx); some correspondence, a black overcoat 
and a military signal lamp in Fitzsimons’s 
house was described by Debactive-digeasent 
Michael Mansfield. 

When he made a second visit to the house 
he collected various parts of a bicycle, and 
arrested Fitzsimons. 

Guard John Madden, Dublin Castle, said 
that he was present when Sergeant Mansfield 
examined the bicycle and took fingerprints 
from it. He was also present when Sergeant 
Mansfield asked Fitzsimons to allow him to 
take his fingerprints. Fitzsimons refused and 
his fingerprints were then taken by force, 
four men holding him. 

The Tribunal decided to adjourn the further 
hearing of the case until Tuesday morning 
next, 

Mr, P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor, applied to the 
Tribunal to have the case against John L. 
O'Sullivan, of Rathbarry Farm, Clonakilty, 
County Cork, which was fixed for Tuesday 
next, postponed until June 25th on .the 
grounds that the defence was not ready. 

Mr. William Black, for the State, raised no 
objection, and the application was granted.

HE appearance of a book of 
reminiscences by Mr. J. M. N. 


Jefiries must be regarded as a literary 
event; fos Mr. Jeffries is unique among 
modern journalists. Destined originally 
for the priesthood—a calling towards 
which he was attraeted by the prospect 
of wearing a bishop’s mitre—he led a 
sheltered childhood; and even when he 
had left Stonyhurst hé ientiaenh ws avoid 
the rough and. tumble of life for several 
years. en he decided to try journalism. 
His qualifications were negligible, judged 
by the standards of Fleet street: for when 
he applied for a job on the Daily Mail 
all that he could produce was a couple of 
elegant translations of French poetry. 

One can imagine the impression that 
Mr. Jeffries made in the Mail office when 
finally Tom Marlowe decided to give him 
a trial, He had never been inside the 
door of any kind of office in his life. He 
did not even know what a sheet of carbon 
paper was. He was of a naturally shy 
and sensitive nature, with esthetic tastes 
and an instinctive loathing of vulgarity 
in all its manifestations; and it was this 
rather shrinking youth who found himself 
cast adrift in the Reporters’ Room at 
Carmelite House, without the inkling of 
an idea of what jourtialism really meant. 


Early Days 


Mr. Jeffries tells the story of his early 
days in Fleet street with that delicious 
humour with which Irish readers became 
familiar during and after the Treaty 
debates, when he represented the Daily 
Mail in Dublin, for several months on end, 
Naturally, he had disheartening ex 
periences at first; for he was thrown into 
the midst of a pretty ‘‘hard-boiled’’ 
collection of working journalists, and must 
have felt very much like a fish out of 
water. But he quickly accommodated 
himself to the new conditions, hardened 
his heart as best he could, and, helped 
by the real masters of the craft, the 
Jimmie Dunns, Charlie Handses, and 
Monty Smiths of the “Street,” he 
rapidly acquired the proper telephone 
manner—he never had used a ’phone 
before—and after a time was able to

regular haunts writing folk, and it was 
a rare event to uiscover one of them with- 
out its regular habitués. The Cairo, in 
Grafton street, was probably the most 
notable; but the old D.B.C., in O’Connell 
street, and the Vegetarian, in College 
street, were not far behind. In addition, 
there were two cafés which attracted the 
politically-minded scribblers, and another 
which made a speciality of lectures by 
James Cousins, who has lived in India 
so long that he is almost forgotten in 
Dublin. 

In all of those cafés groups sat about 
far prolonged discussion on the various 
plays, poems, novels and book reviews of 
the moment. The latest play at the 
Abbey Theatre would offer material for 
a whole evening, and even a short lyric 
in an obseure weekly was known to keep 
groups going for hours. Nowadays, say 
the fogeys of 1914, all the discussion that 


secures from those who might be looked 
to for criticism is ‘‘ Did you read Blank’s 
novel?’’ ‘‘¥es.’’ ‘‘ What do you think 
of it?’’ “ Nothing to get excited about.”’ 
Gone are the discussions which produced 
essays, poems, plays and novels—the dis- 
cussions which in retrospect make 
memoirs. 


Poets. at Play 


Allowing for the natural halo which the 
past wears with such a jaunty air, I think 
there is something in the suggestion that 
we have not enough discussion nowadays 
of literary affairs by writing people in 
Dublin.

Press Clubs Elsewhere 


A Press Club is a regular institution 
in ‘most of the large newspaper and 
literary centres in all parts of the world. 
Quite recently I had an invitation to lunch 
at the Press Club in Los Angeles whenever 
I should find myself in that vicinity, and 
the invitation made it plain that I could 
call upon the amenities of a high-class 
hotel: New York’s Press Club is famed 
for its lavish hospitality, and no writer 
may escape the London Press Club when 
he is in the British capital. But 
i¢ is not the capital only that 
in. Britain boasts its hospitable 
Press Club. I have sampled the fare at 
the Manchester Press Club, and found it 
much to my liking. Dublin, alone among 
the larger cities of these islands where 
there is a considerable congregation of 
journalists, is without its Press Club. 
Neither the visiting journalist nor the 
native literary artist can enjoy the com- 
pany of his peers in congenial surround- 
ings.

HE contempt which many fly-fishers 
have for worm-fishing cannot be 
extended to clear-water fishing with the 
worm. This method of trout-fishing, 
though not practised by the majority of 
anglers, requires considerable skill, as 
well as an intimate knowledge of the 
habits and ways of trout and the places 
where they are to be found. Mr. Sidney 
Spencer gives comprehensive advice on 
the selection of tackle and the correct 
| methods of fishing with the worm in clear 
water. He points out that clear-water 
worm fishing must be placed in a class 
by itself, and remarks that fewer anglers 
really excel in it than in any other 
method. He goes on to say that sheer 
misunderstanding is at the root of the 
trouble, and leads to the implication that 
it is an easy way of murdering trout. 
Nothing, he says, is farther from the 
truth, and the charge is due in most cases 
to a confusion between clear water fishing 
and spate fishing, which is a vastly 
different thing. 

Among the essential rules for clear- 
water fishing, he holds, are the follow- 
ing:—The bait must be under direct 
control from the moment when it enters 
the water, and the line recovery must be 
smooth and unflurried. This, together 
with the fact that the bait is placed ahead 
of the anyler, generally in fast water, 
snakes it obvious that at is not* possible 
to iish far off. In order to keep contact 
with his bait the angler must fish with 
a short line, and that in crystal-clear 
water, offen under a brilliant sun, yet 
remain'ng unseen by his quarry. Here is 
where the cunning of the river-wise plays

Crossing Australia Under 
Difficulties

Little Wheels. By Hector Macgauarrie, 
London: The Bodley Head. 6/- net. 


HE two young men in this book drove 
a seven horse-power car from one side 
of Australia to the other, in a continual 
paroxysm of laughter. About their trip 
there was an interesting restriction. The 
car must arrive at Cape York in perfect 
condition, since it was extremely neces- 
sary that the adventurers should find a 
purchaser for it. Every night, therefore, 
in the middle of the bush; one of. them 
pwa!ished the little Austin until it shone, 
and any damage sustained to mudguards 
and running boards had to be made good 
on thé spot. Tue author, perhaps, is more 
concerned with the social side of the adven- 
ture than with its actual dangers, and 
there is more conversation reported than 
mortal battles with crocodiles and giant 
snakes; but this only makes the book the 
more readable. 

The difficulties, however, have not been 
disregarded entirely. Perhaps, the most 
arduous part of the trip was when the 
adventurers had to cross one of the many 
dried-up river beds. It was simple enough 
to drive the car down into the channel, 
but extremely difficult to get up on the 
other side. Frequently a rope and tackle 
had to be employed, in view of the condi- 
tion that the car must not even be 
scratched. For the greater part of the 
trip there was mo road of any kind, and a 
daily average of. six punctures had to be 
contended with, in-gddition to tyre levers 
‘which bent like dong’s*’s-Once the 
author noticed with delighted surprise that 
they were doing ten miles an lfrour. 
Throughout the book there are many de- 
scriptions of men whom the travellers met 
at telephone stations, and lonely sheep 
farms, and from these meetings they took 
away with them some slogan like: “ Am 
I a man—or am I a mouse? ”’ to brighten 
the journey.

The Gaeltacht 

Both the Government and the Opposi- 
tion agreed on one point during yester- 
day’s debate on the vote for the Gaeltacht 
Services. The only difference between 
them was that United Ireland blamed the 
present Government for gross mismanage- 
ment, while the Minister blamed his pre- 
decessor. Certainly, if Senator Connolly 
has given the correct reasons for the re- 
duction of the vote this year, the position 
is grotesque, and one can sympathise with 
his complaint that the Gaeltacht gives him 
more trouble than his three other Depart- 
ments put together. According to the 
Minister, the administration of the whole 
area was in a state of chaos when he took 
over its control. As regards industry, 
there were centres in which the cost of 
management amounted to four or six 
times the sum paid in wages to the 
workers, tweed factories which turned out 
material of such striking design that ‘‘ no 
sane man would ever conceive of putting 
it into work,” and all the symptoms of 
general inefficiency. The result—a waste 
of many thousand pounds and an accumu- 
lation of stock which nobody wants to buy 
—cannot be altered, but the Minister 
hopes to avoid a repetition by cutting his 
losses. The reduced vote means that un- 
productive centres are being closed down, 
and is, in effect, a confession of defeat. 
Many years before Fianna Fáil came into 
office the Congested Districts Board was 
struggling with the problem, but when the 
Free State was established it took on an 
even greater importance. The Gaeltacht 
policy became one of cultural, as well as 
economic, revival, and the area was re- 
garded, not alone as a centre for native 
crafts and industries, but as the focal 
point of the Irish language movement. 
Thus, the money spent on it has been as 
much with a view to a general Gaelic re- 
vival as with a view to giving a means of 
livelihood to the workers there. Never- 
theless, it appears that both aspects of the 
policy have failed. So far from the Irish 
language spreading to the other parts of 
Ireland, it continues to decline in the 
Gaeltacht itself, while yesterday’s debate 
compels the thought that the industria] 
schemes have been hardly more useful 
than the famous piers of the Congested 
Districts Board. Opinions will differ as to 
the value of the language scheme, but all. 
will recognise that a failure to provide 
work in the Gaeltacht would be a real dis- 
aster. The problem is almost as in- 
portant as that of the slums; for the 
people im those desolate areas lead a life 
of great hardship and poverty, and their 
burden must be relieved. If the Gael- 
tacht industries have failed through bad 
management, they should be put on a 
proper basis at once ;.if not, there seems 
to be no remedy but to speed up the policy 
of “migration.”” As one speaker re- 
marked, there already has been quite 
enough “' tinkering about ” with the ques- 
tion, and it is: time that a vigorous line 
should be taken.

Afforestation 


Senator Connolly yave an admirably. 


brief account to the JJdil on Thursday of 
the progress of afforestation during the 
past year. The actual acreage planted, he 
said, was 5,438 acres, which represents 
an increase of 1,283 acres over the area 
for the previous year; and this year the 
Department hopes to plant a further 
8,000 acres. A new area has been 
acquired for planting in the neighbourhood 
of Ballyvourney, County Cork, and a 
second at Kenmare; another area is being 
purchased near Ring College, in County 
Waterford, and negotiations for the 
acquisition of a fourth, at Gougane Barra, 
are in process. The total area which is 
now in the hands of the State’s foresters 
amounts to over 84,000 acres. We are 
glad to see this progress, and wish only 
that it could be faster. It would be still 
more gratifying to sec a general planting of 
lands by private owners ; but, whether the 
obstacle be expense, or. unwillingness to 
try a long-term investment—such as the 
planting of trees undeniably is—the 
efforts of private owners for many years 
past have been almost negligible. Ireland’s 
need of trees is too insistent to be left 
entirely to the Government for satisfac- 
tion. If the private owners are reluctant 
to plant their lands, there are still 
hundreds of square miles of barren terri- 
tury which could be adorned by a very 
little labour on the part of voluntary 
planting organisations, and, indeed, of 
individuals. The ' Government's idea of 
an ‘‘ Arbor Day ” last spring, when the 
country schools were set to the planting 
of their neighbourhoods, was excellent, and 
deserves wider application. Children are 
willing workers, and they possess what 
too often is lost in later years—a sense of 
local pride. Once persuaded that their 
efforts could adorn and enrich their 
parishes, they could be harnessed readily, 
we do not doubt, for an afforestation cam- 
paign that would put the Government's 
best results in the shade.

A remarkable error 
in Austria hardly can have been com- 
mitted on purpose, but it serves as an 
example of the way in which the stamp 
may rise from obscurity to dignity over- 
night. One of the stamps in the latest 
issue depicted an Austrian peasant, and 
not until some observant philatelist got to 
work with a magnifying-glass was it dis- 
covered that the stamp was destined to a 
higher fate than the waste-paper basket. 
Now, however, the collectors are making 
frenzied attempts to secure every possible 
specimen ; for the artist—no doubt, in a 
moment of abstraction—has drawn a 
peasant who is wearing his ears back to

The New Cabinet

HE new National Goverrment, headed

Pierre Laval, to-night obtained a vote of

This overwhelming majority in its 
favour followed the reading of the Minis- 
terial declaration, the main point of 
which is the demand for exceptional powers 
for the next five months ‘‘ to ensure the 
defence of the franc and to fight against 
speculation.’’

POWERS SOUGHT

In 
Deputy Dillon’s opinion, Senator Connolly 
was in a poor position to make an un- 
provoked attack upon Deputy MacDermot’s 
national feeling. With a rather bitter 
smile Senator Connolly now observed that 
he “had had three years of attack with- 
out coming back until last night.’’ Deputy 
Dillon continued to comment upon 
Senator Connolly’s speech of the previous 
evening until the Chair succeeded in 
impressing on him the fact that he must 
sit down if he could not get away from a 
matter which was now closed. 


IRISH AN ASSET 


Deputy Dillon switched imperturbably 
to the estimate under discussion, asking 
why this particular estimate is being 
reduced year by year, when in every other 
administrative department Government 
interference and subsidies are increasing 
daily. ‘‘ We must make it clear to every 
resident in the Gaeltacht that his know- 
ledge of Irish is an asset—that it will help 
him to get employment. Children who. 
speak Irish must take a pleasure in saying 
‘Yah, you don’t understand,’ to their 
school-fellows who are able only to speak 
English. ‘ Fiddling and fustering ’ with 
the Gaeltacht will get no one anywhere. 
If there’s no definite go-ahead policy in 
operation, the whole scheme had better be 
sbasdansd:) 

Senator Connolly, in his reply, once 
again gave a rendering of order in the 
midst of chaos. Where another man might 
have mentioned “ fantastic nonsense,’’ 
Senator Connolly quietly deprecated “a 
superficially logical argument.’’ His 
boldest stroke was when he suggested with 
due deference that Deputy Lynch ‘“ didn’t 
know a damn thing of what was going on 
in the Gaeltacht.’’

HE Free State Industrial Research 
Council, of which Mr. Laurence J. Kettle 
is Chairman, has now produced its first 
annual report. The Council was appointed 
about a year ago, and the report brings 
its activities down to the end of the last 
financial year, March 3lst. i 
The report shows that the Council has 
started investigations of various kinds, 
‘including the possibilities of obtaining 
from peat substances as diverse as Wax, 
artificial silk, and industrial alcohol. 


PEAT AND SEAWEED 


The researches actually begun include 
the following :— | 
_A wax which has numerous commercial 
applications in the manufacture of insulat- 
ing materials, boot and floor polishes, etc., 
is obtained on a large scale in Germany 
from lignite. It is known that by labora- 
tory methods a somewhat. similar wax can 
be obtained from peat; and a research is 
now in progress at University College, 
Cork, into the possibilities of developing a 
commercial process for extracting from 
peat waxes. suitable for industrial 

urposes. 

PiThe collapse of the iodine industry, 
which used to furnish a market for some 
100,000 tons of air-dried seaweed on 
the western seaboard, raised in a most 
pressing form the problem of finding some 
other commercial use for seaweed. After 
close consideration the Council formed the 
opinion that an investigation as to the 
possibility of utilising the cellulose and 
other organic matter in seaweed was ampiy 
justified, and a research on these. lines 
is in progress at University College, 
Galway. ! 

The Council, in co-operation with the 
Turf Development Board, the Office of 
Public Works, and the Department of 
Defence, have set up a committee, who are 
investigating the design of domestic stoves, 
cooking ranges, open ranges, and indus- 
trial boilers, with a view to ascertaining 
which are best suited for using turf as 
fuel. 


SKIM MILK POWDER. 


In the Agricultural Produce (Cereals) 
Act, 1934, the Minister for Agriculture has 
taken power to prescribe an admixture of 
milk powder in flour for bread-making. An 
investigation has been undertaken to ascer- 
tain the type of milk powder most suitable 
for the purpose. Tests are also being 
made to determine what percentage of milk 
powder can be used without adversely 
affecting the quality of the bread. 

A detailed investigation into the proper- 
ties of the extensive deposits of silica and 
clay at Portacloy, County Mayo, has been 
carried out by the Council. The results 
indicate that the clay is quite suitable for 
use in the manufacture of pottery. 


USES FOR SAND 


Considerable quanties of silica sand are 
by-products in the winning and refining of 
the Portacloy clay, and investigations are 
being made into the possibilities of using 
this sand in glass manufacture and for 
other industrial purposes. 

A large deposit of colloidal clay at 
Cloyne, County Cork, is being worked com- 
mercially, mainly for use as one of the 
constituents of synthetic foundry sand. An 
investigation of the possibilities of the 
commercial uses that could be made of this 
deposit and of a neighbouring deposit of 
silica, not only for foundry purposes, but 
also for other industrial applications 
such as paper fillers, gramophone records, 
rubber manufacture, is beinz made. 

Other problems considered by the Council 
but not yet the subject of researches, in- 
clude (1) obtaining oil from coal; (2) 
utilisation of peat for the production of 
industrial alcohol; and (3) production of 
artificial silk from peat. 


COUNCIL’S HOPES 


The Council hopes to make progress in 
further researches into the uses of clay 
deposits of the Free State as raw material 
for manufacturing purposes, and a survey 
will be commenced of the various possi- 
bilities of the utilisation of peat and of 
other native materials and products. 

Researches into the obtaining of wax 
from peat are being carried out by Pro- 
fessor J. Reilly, assisted b; Mr. E. Boyle, 
M.Sc. Professor T. Dillon, assisted by 
Mr. V. Barry, M.Sc., is carrying out the 
investigations concerning the uses of sea- 
weed, and bonding sands are being in- 


under the supervision of Professors T. J. 
Nolan and J. Taylor, assisted by Dr. 7. 
Glover, M.Sc. 

Tests on turf-burning apparatus are 
being carried out at University College, 
Dublin, under the supervision of Professor 
J. Taylor. .

The Times to-day, concluding a leading 
article on the Government changes, says: 
The difficulties of forming a Coalition 
Government can hardly be exaggerated, 
and they must be held responsible for 
certain obvious features of the new 
Government. But they do not account for 
everything. Why not, for instance, have 
placed Mr. Ormsby-Gore in charge of the 
Colonies, which he understands far better 
than any of his colleagues?

The first of the prevalent misconcep- 
tions,-Mr. de Valera said, was that the 
moneys with which the Irish tenant 
farmers purchaser their holdings were 
lent to them by certain members 
of the community her and in 
Britain. The second was that it 
the Government of Great Britain 
which had advanced the moneys to the 
Irish farmers; that it was, acordingly, to 
the Government of Great Britain that the 
land annuities naturally were due; that 
the Government, therefore, in collecting 
the land annuities and withholding them 
from Britain was misappropriating ~-oney 
which belonged to another State. - 

With regard to the first question, he 
said that it was absolute nonsense to pre- 
tend that the land-stock*holders had lent 
their money to the Irish farmers. The 
land-stock holde-; would not have ad- 
vanced a shilling to the Irish farmers. The 
land-stock holders had subscribed their 
money to a loan issued by the Government 
of the then United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland. He wanted them 
constantly to bear in mind the importance 
of the word ‘‘ Ireland ” in the title. On 
the credit of Ireland, as well as that of 
Great Britaiz, those loans had been ob- 
tained, and had been ultimately secured 
on the revenues from Ireland no less than 
on those of Great Britain. It was not to the 
Irish farmers then that the land-stock 
holders lent their money, nor had they 
any right to look to them for repayment 
.or for dividends, : 


FARMERS’ OBLIGATION 


The Irish farmer owed no debt to the 
stock holders. If a housewife gets her tea 
on credit from her grocer, she owes a debt 
to her grocer, not to the tea planter. \The 
Irish farmer has no contractual or moral 
obligation of any kind to the stock holders. 
The Irish farmers obligation lay 
originally to the State that advanced him 
the money, and that State, as I have said, 
was the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

‘‘ If you are clear on this point—and I 

feel sure you are—you surely see the 
humbug of talking about the retention of 
the land annuities by our State as ‘ de- 
frauding the land-stock holders.’ The 
land annuities are due from the farmers 
to the United Kingdom of Great. Britain 
and Ireland if it exists; or, if that State 
has gone out of existence and the partner- 
ship is dissolved, then to whatever State 
has succeeded to the right and title io 
receive them.” 
_ The United Kingdom had been involved 
in a dual transaction. That State in- 
curred, on the one hand, an obligation 
which it had to meet, no matter how or 
whence it got the wherewithal. On the 
other hand, it was entitled to receive 
payment of a debt which it could remit 
or dispose of as the Parliament of the 
State might choose to determine. 


THE 1920 ACT 


That was the position when the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act was passed on the 
25rd December, 1920. Under this. Act 
Treasuries or Exchequers separate from 
that of Great Britain were to be set up 
in Northern and Southern Ireland. To 
those Treasuries of the two States of 
Ireland, North and South, the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom—the supreme 
governing body of the State to which the 
debt was due—transferred—it would take 
too long to deal with those reasons, but 
they had not been unconnected with the 
admitted overtaxation of Ireland duriny 
preceding decades and with Ireland's 
claim for recoupment—its right to receive 
payment of the annuities. Each of these 
Irish States was to collect from the 
farmers in its own area the annuities due 
to the old United Kingdom, and each of 
these States was given the right to retain 
the moneys so collected for its own pur- 
poses, . he 
On the other hand, with equal definite- 
ness, the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom transferred to the third of the 


three States into which (as he might say) 


the partnership of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland was 
separated, and placed on that State’s 
shoulder alone the responsibility of pro- 
viding fer meeting the old United King- 
dom’s obligation, to the  land-stock 
holders. Thus the obligation was trans- 
ferred to Great Britain. 


THE GIFT 


“ When the Act of 1920 became law this 
became the position, and it was the posi- 
tion, we contend, on the day when the 
Treaty of 1921 was signed—the Act, I 
repeat, ‘gifted’ the land annuities to 
Ireland, and transferred the burden of the 
obligation to the Land Stock holders to 
Great Britain alone. ! 

“ Anyone who desires to verify this 
statement may refer to the relevant 
section of the Act, Section 26. It is too 


long to quote here,” said President de 


Valera. ‘‘I must point out at this stage 
that in this Act of 1920 there is another 
section, but one completely apart from and 
independent of Section 26, respecting the 
annuities which imposed on Ireland, North 
and South, certain liabilities in regard to 
the cost of some imperial services, as they 
were called, which under the Act would 
continue to be controlled by the British 
Imperial Parliament. The position estab- 
lished by this Act was the position in 
British law on the 6th December, 1921, 
when the Treaty was signed. 

‘Some people argue as if the Act c. 1920 
was never law in that part of Ireland. 
That view is altogether wrong. For 
example, as late as the middle of March 
last, in the High Court, Judge Johnston 
assented to the view that Section 5 of that 
Act was in force here. 


ACT AND TREATY 


“In order that you may appreciate the 
whole situation and its development, I 
want you to realise that, from the British 
point of view, the Treaty was re- 
garded as a sort of graft on or out- 
growth from the Act of 1920. They

“ You will find that in the Treaty there 
was no retraction of the “gift” of the 
annuities. That would have been incon- 
sistent. with the idea of offering further 
inducements, of course. There was merely 
a replacement of the obligation to meet 
the costs of Imperial Services set out in 
the Act of 1920 by the financial clause of 
the Treaty, Article 5. The reason for this 
is also clear. Under the Treaty we were 
ourselves to perform and have control of 
the services reserved for the Imperial Par- 
liament by the Act of 1920. There could, 
therefore, be no question of our paying 
the Imperial Parliament for services 
which they were, in fact, not going to 
perform for us. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


“I think it well to point out that the 
Treaty gave Northern Ireland the option 
of going out of the Free State. If it re- 
mained in, Article 14 provided that the 
Parliament and Government of Northern 
Ireland should continue to exercise the 
powers conferred on it by the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920. If Northern Ireland 
opted out, it was to be lable to the Im- 
perial contribution required by the Act of 
1920. If it stayed in it would be free from 
this contribution, and would, instead, be 
subject to the terms of Article 5 of the 
Treaty. 

“ In either event —and here is the im- 
portant point—it would be entitled to re- 
tain the annuities in its own. Exchequer. 
Surely, it cannot be suggested that it was 
intended that the Northern Government 
would, if it remained part of the Free 
State, be entitled to retain the annuities, 
while the rest of Ireland would be bound 
to transmit them to Great Britain. 


EFFECT OF THE TREATY 


“The effect of the Treaty was as 
follows:—By Article & the Irish Free 
State assumed a liability in such propor- 
tion as might be found fair and equitable 
for the public debt of the United Kingdom 
as it existed on the 6th December, i921 
(due regard being had to any just claims 
of Ireland by wavy of set-off or counter- 
claim). It might be argued by some that 
in this way Ireland assumed the obliga- 
tion for meeting part of the service of the 
Land Stock which had been definitely 
transferred to the shoulders. of Great 
Britain alone by the Act of 1920. It is 
immaterial whether this view is correct or 
not; for in any case, by the subsequent 
treaty signed on the 3rd day of December 
1925, the Irish Free State was released 
from all obligation to assume such liability 
as was set out in Article 5 of the Treaty. 

“There is no other clause in the Treaty 
which could be held to impose any obliga- 
tion upon us in-regard to the payment of 
dividends to the stock-holders or in any 
way meeting the Land Stock. If any 
liability was to lie it could come in only 
under Art®<le 6, and any such liability 
was cancelled by the later agreement of 
1925. 


THE BIG NOUGHT 


“I hope,” said the President, ‘‘ you 
have now a clear picture in your mind of 
the position as it stood on the 3rd De- 
cember, 1925. From the time of the sign- 
ing of the Treaty the people had been 
looking forward with some anxiety to the 
settlement which would result from Article 
5 of that treaty. Now that settlement had 
come, and Mr. Cosgrave had announced 
it triumphantly in the phrase we had got 
off with a ‘bie nought.’ 

“ During the time that elapsed since 
the signing of the Treaty the collected 
annuities continued to be sent over to 
Britain. The public were. not over- 
disturbed at that. A section was intro- 
duced into the Land Act of 1923 
enabling it to be done. There was 
a little awkward questioning in the 
Dail. about that section, but it “was 
cleverly met. There was no public alarm, 
and the helief continued that the annui- 
ties were being paid over on some sort of 
an understanding that the practice pre- 
vious to the Treaty should continue provi- 
sionally until the final financial adjust- 
ment should be made. 


LAWYERS’ OPINIONS 


“Now, on December 3, : 1925, that 
adjustment appeared to have been arrived 
at, and when the annuities, nevertheless, 
continued to be still transmitted, the 
questionings began afresh. When Fianna 
Fail was formed we started to inquire into 


the matter. All the public documents 
relating. to the matter were brought 
together. In 1929 a number of eminent 


lawyers were consulted, and they agreed 
that the British had no legal right to the 
annuities 

“ Before the elections of 1932 the 
then Government published the opinion 
of lawyers who were favourable to 
their view of the case. We were 
returned at the elections, with the reten- 
tion of the land annuities as one of the 
principal points in our programme. On 
coming into office we made it clear that 
our election pledges were promises we 
meant to carry out, When the British 
Government realised this [ had a despatch 
from Mr. Thomas. On the 23rd of March, 


1932, he wrote that the Irish Free State 


Government ‘are bound by the most 
. 
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formal and explicit undertaking to con- 
tinue to pay the land annuities to the 
National Debt Commigsioners.’ 


FINANCIAL AGREEMENT 


“I replied inquiring what was “the 


formal and explicit undertaking to con- 
tinue to pay the land annuities,’ 
which Mr. Thomas referred. 
[ was not aware of any such undertaking, 
but that the British Government could 
rest assured that any just and lawful 


claims of Great Britain or of any creditor 
of the Irish Free State would be scrupu- 
To 


lously honoured by our Government. 
this Mr. Thomas replied on the 9th April, 
1932. He said that on the 12th of April, 
1932, a financial agreement was signed on 
behalf of the two Governments. He quoted 
the first two paragraphs of this agreement, 
and stated that the undertaking therein 


contained was confirmed in the heads of 


the Ultimate Financial Settlement be- 
tween the two Governments, signed on the 
19th Blarch, 1926, and discussed in the 
Dail on the 8th December, 1926. 

‘“‘ These undertakings,” he 
‘“wore regarded bv his. Government 
binding in law and honour on the Irish 
Free State in exactly the same way as the 
Treaty is binding on both countries. We 
pointed out that this agreement was made 
public as a whole for the first time after 
a lapse of nine years; that the heads of 
the ultimate financial settlement had 
similarly been held back from the people 
for some nine months; that neither of 
these agreements had been ratified by our 
Parliament, and that we could not consider 
them as binding upon our people. 


PROPOSED ARBITRATION 


“In June of 1932 arbitration was sug- 
gested. We accepted it in principle, but 
objected to any restriction on the choice 
of. personnel. The British Government 
insisted as a point of principle. that the 
members of the tribunal should be drawn 
from within the British Commonwealth. 
It was no less a point of principle with us 
once the matter was raised in that form 
that they should not. As evidence of our 
good faith, whilst there was any hope of 
getting arbitration agreed upon, we put 
the moneys collected in the annuities to a 
separate suspense account. 

‘*The British penal tariffs were next 
put on. Negotiation was tried, but the 
British continued to take their stand on 
the supposed inviolability of the documents 
of 1923 and 1926. If we were to accept 
these documents as binding, there might 
be some mitigation of the amount of the

burden which they imposed. At -the 
beginning of the next financial year— 
1933-34—-we decided that there was no 
point in retaming the annuities in a 


separate account, and decided to use them 
to finance normal Exchequer requirements. 
THE ECONOMIC WAR 
Thus the economic war was initiated. 
It is being waged to enforce as binding 
documents long kept secret, documents 
which have never been before our Parlia- 
for ratification, and which would 
impose upon our people for decades to 
come burdens which no Government which 
sees the case as we see it could take the 
responsibility for agreeing that they 
should bear.

SHAPING MINDS FOR A 
GENERATION 
Professor Magennis, who presided, said 
that he wondered how many people 
studied the ‘leading articles of the 
Jiish Times. It was a paper that made 


a special appeal to the men and women 
born in Ireland, who had their living in 
Ireland, but whose spiritual homes were 
in England. 

“The articles,’’ said Professor Magen- 
nis, “are written with remarkable 
ability, with conspicuous power of making 
the worse appear the better reason. It 
exercises no inconsiderable influence in 
shaping the minds for a generation which 
might have been persuaded into national 
Jines. It is, for the moment, the organ 
of our opponents. In a very remarkable

THE TRIBULATIONS 


That, said the speaker, was the attitude 
of their opponents. They were not able to 
put it so well and phrase it so plausibly, 
but that was the allegation. The leader- 
writer, however, had literary gifts which 
were better than his powers of diagnosis. 
The tribulations through which the 
Tree State was passing were due to that 
ineptitude, incompetence and cowardice of 
the men who had undertaken to be the 
spokesmen of the people in dealing with 
the British Government. 

According to the Trish Times report of 
the speech of the United Ireland candi- 
date—which must be accurate—Mr. Lavery 
had said that the question in that elec- 
tion was a bread-and-butter one.

R. SEAN T. O’KELLY, Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health, 
speaking at Dundrum last night, said 

that; he was glad that Mr. Lavery iss the 
issue in this election as a ‘* bread and butter 
The Government was providing 


one. 
bread and butter for thousands of people 
that would neve. have had it if the pony 
of their predecessors, which was sti the 


policy of the Opposition, had been main- 


tained. 

They would fight th; Opposition on that 
issue—and beat them on it. There was still 
the very important national issue at stake. 
It was a free and independent Ireland versus 
Ireland in the British Commonwealth. ‘‘ We 
do not ask anybody to vote for us under 
false pretences,’’ he said, ‘'We stand in 
this fight for independence for the thirty-two 
counties and we stand for an Irish Republic. 
Anybody who wanted to be a Britisher or 
wanted « Union Jack is not in our camp and 
should not vote for us.” 

The Government, he said, was carrying 
out the econor.ic programme of the old Sinn 
Fein Party—making this country  self- 
sufficient and providing work here for their 
own people in the production of their re- 
quirements, ‘The great complaint that had 
been. made aboit the industrial policy by the 
Opposition was that they were going too 
rapidly. He would remind them that they 
had much time to make up in order to repair 
the damage done to their industrial méide nad 
ment during the hundreds of years of British 
occupation and the time that was wasted in 
the snails pac duriag the ten years of the 
previous Government. They had thousands 
of young boys and girls Jeaving school for 
whom provision had to be made, and it was 
their aim to put those people in decent 
employment, as had been done in the fac- 
tories already started. 

As a result of the Government's industrial 
policy a vast change had come over the 
countryside and in town and country fac- 
tories wee springing up. More people were 
employed to-day and receiving decent wages 
than ever in the history of the country 
before, and that at a time when they had 
only made a beginning.

DEFENCE OF BUDGET 


Speaking at Ringsend last night on the 
recent Budget proposals, the Minister for 
Finance (Mr. MacEntee) said that these had 
been attacked as though there had been an 
imposition of fresh taxation But in 1931-32 
the revenue derived from Customs duties on 
boots and shoes, cocoa preparations, sugar 
confectionery, clothing and apparel, sugar and 
sugar preparations, glass bottles, furniture, 
and Customs entry duty was £2,499,000. This 
was all derived from taxes imposed on foreign- 
manufactured articles imported into this 
country. The majority of these could have 
heen made here, and would have given a 
substantial amount of employment. In order, 
however, to have them made, tt would have 
hoen necessary to give real protection to the 
Free State manufacturer and worker by in- 
creasing the import duty. If that were done 
the home manufacturer would have secured 
control of the home market, and the imports 
“ag foreign-made article would have fallen 


With the decline in imports the revenue 
collected from them would also decline, and 
the then Government would have been faced 
with the necessity for making good that lass 
hy increasing the tax on tobacco or tea. 
They had to choose, therefore, between 
texing tea or vcontinuing unemployment. 
They elected to continue unemployment. If 
a man was so well off as to he able to buy 
his cigarettes in packets of 20 instead of in 
packets of five or ten, they would have cost 
lum 113d. instead of 1s. If, however, he 
could not rise a packet of 20 and could 
only manage an odd packet of five or ten, he 
would have paid just as much for them then 
as now. 


HELPING INDUSTRY 


_ When the Fianna Fail Government came 
in it decided to attack the unemployment 
problem whatever the cost in revenue or in 
popularity.

‘What faiier or more equitable taxes 
could be thought of than those the Govern- 
ment had chosen?” asked Mr. MacEntee.

Was the Government not 
entitled to put that amount back this year 
when it was required to help over the diffi- 
cult period during which the new sugar- 
making industry was just beginning to find 
its legs, and when the costs of production were 
naturally much higher than they would be 
when the workers had become more experi- 
enced and the factories weve working at their 
highest efficiency ?"’ 

CLOSING THE GAP 

In 1951-22 Cumann-na-nGaedheal collected 
by means of Customs duties and Excise duties 
no less than £1,426,000 from sugar and eugar 
preparations. This year, owing to the start- 
ing of the new sugw factories, the Fianna 
Fail Government would only have got 
£625,000 from sugar, £800,000 less than their 
predecessors.. Surely, with this huge de- 
ficiency of ££00,000 in the revenue from sugar 
to make up the Government were justified in 
closing that gap te the extent of a farthing 
per lb., and therebv to reduce the Exchequer's 
loss on sugar to £625,000. And so on through 
the whole list, with the exception of the 
taxes which were substituted for the duty 
on pig carcises, every new tax went fo re- 
place a former import tax, whose yield had 
dried up because Fianna Fail tad used the 
tariff weapon to provide employment, and 
not merely to provide money for the Ex- 
chequer. 

It would, of course, he easy to go back to 
Mr, Cosgrave’s policy—they could close down 
the sugar factories and the boot factories 
and the clothing factories and brick works 
and bottle works, and reduce the tax on 
sugar and tea and tobacco. They could im- 
nort a lot of the things they were now mak- 
ing for themselves. If the people voted 
ageinst the Government they were voting to 
kill industry and to increase unemployment, 
and to make penury and want blight many a 
home that to-day was happy end prosherons 
under the jndustrial policy of Fianna Fail.

PEAKING at a United “Ireland Party 
S meeting in support of the candidature 
of Mr. Cecil Lavery, K-.C., in the 
Engineers’. Hall, Dawson, street, Dublin, Mr. 
W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., said that in connection 
with administration in this country they had 
apparently to deal with two le—one, the 
Minister for Finance, aud the other Mr, 
John MacEntee. Ina statement published 
in that morning’s papers, Mr. John MacEntee 
made a very sensible statement in connection 
with the Budget which he (Mr. Cosgrave) 
did not find reflected in the hes made by 
the Minister for Finance in the Dail. 

Two years ago, in the table explanatory of 
the Budget, they had down an item: ‘‘ Deduct 
half costs of export bounties and subsidies, to 
be defrayed by borrowing against the Deferred 
Annuities Fund.” 

This year in the Dail twice in his Budget 
speech the Mister had referred to the fact 
that. he had borrowed one-and-a-half million 
pounds last year to meet portion of the cost 
of the export bounties; and in the table ex¢ 
planatory of the Budget»this year he found ; 
‘Deduct for capital, etc., expenditure to be 
defrayed from borrowing (f) export bounties 
and subsidies, £1,350,000.” 

In his speech at Blackrock they were in- 
formed by the Minister for Finance that the 
money was not borrowed, although in the 
Budget speech twice this year he told them 
that it was borrowed. 

What it amounted to was this, that a 
certain statement which was published from 
3 Merrion square shortly after the’ accounts 
were closed this year explained that the sur- 
pluses of two years almost met the deficit, 
and, notwithstanding that statement, they 
had the Minister saying twice in his Budget 
speech that. he borrowed one-and-a-half 
million pounds on the security of the deferred 
annuities fund. There was no such thing as 
the deferred annuities fund. ‘What happened 
was that under the law as it stood until 
Fianna Fail altered it the annuities collected 
were by law paid over to the National Debt 
Commissioners to discharge portion of the 
interest: on the sinking fund. 

After the second general election the Jaw 
was changed, and Fianna Fail passed a bill 
to transfer the annuities. from. the source to 
which they had been previously paid by 
statute into the Free State Exchequer, and 
later. they reduced the annuities by fifty per 
cent. They gave certain- opportunities to 
people who were unable to pay. or did not 
wish to pay, to allow the annuities to be 
funded, and the interest on that was added 
to the ameunt of the annuity. but the sum 
total of the collection of the half-annuity, plus 
the deferred annuities, and all the rest of 
it, amounted to this—that two gales were 
paid where three ought to have been.

FIANNA FAIL POLICY 


On any sound basis for improving employ- 
ment in this country no party would render 
more help or more assistance than the party 
for whom Mr. Lavery was going forward. 
but they could not believe that there could 
be any real attempt made towards that im- 
provement if the major industry of the 
country was in a bad state, The first duty 
of the Goyernment should be to rehabilitate 
the agricultural industry, and the . second 
should be to examine their policy politically, 
financially and economically, and endeavotir 
to get support for it. It must be a sound 
policy, . and one that meant the ultimate 
prosperity of the country. If it. meant doing 
that, tliey would get support, but they were 
not going to get, or could not expect, support 
for a policy which was neither directed 
towards improving the prosperity. of the 
country nor. improving employment, nor 
towards rehabilitating trade. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., said that only 
last week Mr. de Valera had told the people 
that he could say definitely that as far as 
his Government, and he was sure he could 
speak for any other Government of the Free 
State, was concerned, ‘*‘ our territory will not 
be permitted to be used as a bage for attack 
on Great Britain.’’ An adisirable sentiment, 
said Mr, Lavery, with which everyone would 
agree, but a strange statement coming from 
a man who was conducting a war against 
Great Britain. Like many other unfortunate 
observations it needed further explanation 
from Mr. de Valera, who had since returned 
to the subject twice or three. times, and on 
Thursday night at Blackrock had again 
offered an explanation. Referring to Article 
7 of the Constitution Mr. de Valera had said: 
“I know of nothing that menaces the possi- 
bility of establishing permanent good rvela- 
tions with Britain so much rs that Article. 
Were any British Government to ake the 
demands indicated in that Article, no Irish 
Government could accede to them and hope 
to retain for one moment the confidence of 
its people.’’ 

Mr. de Valera, finding that in the 
Constitutional progress made by the Cosgrave 
Administration under the Treaty, this country 
had the right to abolish appeal to the Privy 
Council. cast round for some other Article 
of the Treaty to break, and he pitched on 
Article Seven, without troubling about Article 
Six. Article Seven simply provided that in 
time of war the defence of the coast of Ireland 
was to be undertaken by the British forces, 
and this was the Article which, according to 
him, menaced more than anything else the 
possibility of good relations with Great 
Britain. Mr. de Valera proposed to repel 
the dreadnoughts of America, Germany, 


France or any other nation that got as far | 


as the coast of Ireland, but he proposed to 
do it without facilitating the British Navy. 


“ MAKE-BELIEVE WAR ” 


Mr. MacDermot, T.D., said that it was to 
the constructive task of bringing about the 
unity of Ireland that Mr. de Valera should 
have addressed himself, in atonement for his 
past misdeeds. Instead of that he had simply 
intensified Northern hostility and inflicted 
material damage on this country by his make- 
believe war against Great Britain. His various 
shackle-breaking performances had added 
nothing to their freedom or dignity, and his 
appeal to Mr. Thomas for a promise that 
Great Britain would not. behave unkindly if 
this country decided to secede, besides heing 
ludicrous in contrast with his past record, of 
separation at any price, was a humiliation to 
the Irish race. He could make nothing of 
his constitutional policy except that he wanted 
to go on for ever playing to the gallery and 
calling himself a republican without disillu- 
sionising the nation by actual experience of his 
republic, His (Mr. MacDermot’s) belief was 
that the closer a-republic came within reach 
the faster Mr. de Valera would run away from 
it, and if at the time of the Oath Bil Mr, 
Thomas had had the good ‘sense to invite him 
to get out of the Commonwealth, he would 
have insisted on his right to remain nn it. 

I make the definite charge, said Mr. Mac- 
Dermot, that the so-called national policy of 
Fianna Fail is nothing but a swindle, and i 
think that every impartial person will agree 
with me so long as Mr. de Valera maintains 
such ambiguity about essentials. Mr. de 
Valera reminded him of King James II., who 
was described as the “King with one shoe 
Irish and the other shoe foreign, who had 
neither the skill to win a fight nor to make a 


peace, 

Mr. P, McGilligan, T.D,, referring to the 
Privy Council judgment, said that it showed 
what could be done by Round Table Con- 
ference. The Free State delegates were re 
s ible to a great extent for the Statute of 
Westminster, which brought about this result, 
and Pu sin amú What could “i 
gain y peace otiation as against the 
arrogance adopted bythe present Gevernmént. 
Mr. James W. Beckett, T.D., presided.

CAPTAIN ANTHONY MAUDE 


We regret to announce the death of Cap- 
tain Anthony Maude, which took place at his 
vesidence, Belgard Castle, Clondalkin, County 
Dublin, last uight. Captain Maude, who was 
aged 73, was the eldest son of Mr. Maurice 
Maude, of Lenaghan, Enniskillen, County 
Fermanagh, one of the six distinguished sons 
of the Honourable and Keverend John 
Charles Maude. 

He was educated at Cheltenham College and 
on the Continent. At an early age he became 
a Jand agent, and at one time managed bb 
three difierent estates in Ireland, both in the 
North and in the South, and always remained 
on the best of terms with the tenants. He, 
among others, managed the extensive estates 
of the "Marquis of Downshire, the Earl of 
Arran, Lord Templemore, the Castle Archdale, 
the Annaghmore. estates, etc. He was a very 
keen sportsman, being a brilliant polo player. 
expert shot, and a proficient angler. In 1909 
he had a very severe hunting accident, and 
soon after this he had to give up many of 
his numerous. activities,

Twenty-five years ago he was appointed 
secretary of the Representative Body of the 
Church of Ireland, which appointment he held 
till last month, when he resigned, The follow- 
ing resolution was passed when the resigna- 
tion was .accepted. :—‘“‘ ‘ihat in accepting the 
resignation of their secretary, Captain 
Anthony Maude, the Representative Body 
desire to place on record their sense of the 
services which he rendered to the Church 
during his twenty-five years tenure of office. 
His unfailing courtesy and charm of manner 
have endeared him to all whom he came in 
contact with, and thus increasing the useful- 
ness of the Representative Body to the whole 
Church.” In April, 1895, he married 
Eva Emily, the only daughter of Major 
Henry Marcus Geresford, who was the son of 
Marcus Gervais Beresford, Primate of All- 
Ireland. Captain and Mrs, Anthony Maude 
suffered the severe double Joss of their two 
elder sons, Captain Marcus Beresford Maude, 
M.C., Royal Fusiliers, who died in January, 
1921, while on active service in Mesopotamia, 
and Lieutenant Maurice Anthony Maude, 
R.N., who died from the result of an accident 
while in command of the Royal Naval Air 
Wing at Hong Kong in December, 1926. 
Captain Maude leaves a widow and two 
daughters, Mrs. George Rice, of Westwood, 
Massachussetts, and Mrs. Eric: Horsbrugh 
Porter, and the youngest son, Mr. Hugh 
Mande. 

He was a director of the Northern Assur- 
ance Company.and a Governor of St. Patrick's 
Hospital, and a Freemason for many years. 

Captain Maude came of a very anciént 
family; for the name Maude is a remarkable 
contraction of de Montalto, de Montalt, or 
* of the high mountain.” The first of the 
family in England was Eustachius de Monete 
Alto, who came over at the Norman Conquest 
among the followers of Hugh Lupus, Earl of 
Chester, From him sprang the Barons 
Mantalt, whose elder line became extinct in 
the fourteenth century; the Earldom became 
extinct at the beginning of the present 
century. Many, younger branches survive 
under the name ol Maude, and one of them, 
Viscount Hawarden, still enjoys the second 
title of Baron Montalt. :

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OCCUPATION OF 
‘MANSES | 
WORK OF THE UNION - 
COMMITTEE 
From ‘Ovr Ow CORRESPONDENT, 
BELV AST, Friday. 


Y-HIS. was “Education Day”. at the 
i General Assembly of the Presbyterjan 
Church, when religious education in 
schools, colleges and the University was dis. 
cussed. There were alse discussions in regard 
to the occupation of manses by retired minis- 
ters and unions of congregations. The 
Moderator (the Right Rev. Dr. Moody) pre- 
sided over a large attendance of members. 

The report of the Connaught and other 
schools stated that the grant to the Galway 
School was continued. The grants to the 
schools in Ballina and Bandon, authorised by 
the General Assembly for the year, were paid. 
The grant to the Galway High School and 
other permanent charges are bein aid, 
equally by the Education Board and the Irish 
Mission. The schools continued to meet a 
very real need in supplying an education for 
children in an evangelical atmosphere. 

The Rev. F. C. Gibson, in veo the 
adoption of the report, recommended ta 
grant to each of the schools, as made last 
year, be continued. He regretted the small 
number of Presbyterian and other Protestant 
children attending schools in and around 
Galway. One -.of the © chief reasons 
for the small number of children 
in the congregations was the unwillingness 
of their people to’ remain in a district where 
their children could not be educated in a 
Protestant environment, and where they 
would be compelled to learn Irish, —§ Their 
duty to maintain schools in those districts, 
therefore, was. very urgent, 

The Rev. Mr. Gailey seconded the motion, 
and the report was adopted, 


INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION 


The report, on Intermediate Education 
stated that the work of the year consisted 
mainly in conducting the annual examination 
in religious knowledge. Pupils from 18 
schools to the number of 240 entered; 206 
were examined; 184 passed, and of these 83 
were awarded prizes. ' Almost one half “of 
the schools sending in candidates were 
situated in Dublin, and all, with two excep- 
tions, Foyle College and Qmagh Academy, 
were in the Free State. 

““We do not wish it to be inferred, nor 
has it ever been stated that no religious in- 
struction is given in all those schools which 
do not enter pupils for the annual examina- 
tion, In a number of them there is no re- 
ligious instruction at all. In others some- 
thing is attempted, but we have no means of 
kuiowing how much or how little, ner the 
quality of the work done. . . 

‘If our boys and girls who are attending 
secondary schools age that religious instruc- 
tion is no needfyl part of their education, it 
is not difficult to understand why so many 
of them drift away from the Church and 
religious influences when grown up. 

‘Tt is futile to talk of a complicated and 
over-loaded programme as a satisfactory ex- 
cuse for doing nothing, or next to nothing, 
in this all-important matter. First. things 
should always come first. The moral and 
spiritual training of our adolescent young 
people ought surely to have the foremost 
place in every school programune, 

“Church and State should co-operate in 
the provision of facilities for the accomplish- 
ment. -of this work. In the Jast. resort the 
Church must depend for its influence, not 
o statute or regulation, byt on the conviction 
and devotion of the individual teacher. ‘The 
desire is to strengthen the ition of the 
Church m the universities and to fortify. and 
extend, the influence by the training colleges, 
because we believe that in them, and their 
work, lies the great hope for religion in all 
our. schools.”” 

The Presiyteries, in the resolution appended 
to the report, were directed to use their 
most earnest persuasion and help to secure 
that reiigions instruction, along thé lines of 
the programme issued by the General 
Assembly, be given a foremost place in the 
curriculum of every secondary school. 

The Rev. J. W. Johnston seconded the 
motion, and the report was adopted. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS 


The report of Primary Education, which 
was presented by the Rev, Dr. Corkey, stated 
that during the past year the Board had 
under consideration the policy of amalgama- 
tion of schools which is being pursued by 
the Ministry of Education. Resolutions were 
unanimously passed and forwarded to the 
Minister of Education, pointing out that the 
Hoard was strongly of the opinion that in ie 
more populous districts, where amalgamation 
of schools was desirable, such amalgamation 
should be carried out impartially, so that 
the diminution in the teaching staff through 
amalgamations in Northern Ireland would nat 
be made wholly, or almost wholly. at the 
expense of Protestant teachers and children. 

A second resolution stated that the Board 
wag of opinion that security of emplovment 
should. be assured to. all teachers" affected 
py amalgamation schemes carried out under 
the education authorities in Northern Ireland, 

‘It has been found impossible to have a 
list of Presbyterian schools that have been 
transferred completed in time for this year's 
report, but such a complete list would be 
most valuable to refer to in later years, as 
the appointments of members of our Church 
on lucal Management School Committees and 
Regional Committees are- based upon the 
number of schools transferred in each area. 

‘Owing to the erection of new schools 
and the amalgamation of existing schools, 
many of the schools originally transferred 
would disappesr, but the nghts of transferors 
and their sucéessors will still exist, and it is 


list of transferred schools is essential.” 

The report was adopted together with the 
following resolutions :— ei 

“The Assembly is of opinion that where 
amalgamation of schools is desirable such 
amalgamations should be carried. out im- 
partially, so that no section «f the. com- 
munity may be treated unfairly in the dis- 
placement of teachers. See 

“The Assembly approves of the legislation 
introduced by the Government to assure 
security of employment to all teachers affected 
by the amalgamation of schools or by a de- 
crease in the number of pupils attending a 
school, but is of opinion that teachers so dis- 
placed should not be!appointed to the prin- 
cipalship of a school unless by the usual 
method of appointment set. out in Sub-See- 
tion (4) of Section 3 of the principal Act (as 
amended bv Section 2 of the Education Act 
(Northern Treland), 1930). | 

“The Assembly urges: all ministers and 
members of our Church to take a deeper 
interest in the matter of primary education, 
and to take full advantage of the privileges 
granted by the Government, for helping in 


the educational welfare of the children. 
EDUCATION ACT 


The report on religious education in day 
schools, submitted by the Convener, the Rev. 
David Hay. stated — _ 

“ Religious education in day schools is 
something which touches more closely the 
lives of large numbers of Presbyterian 
children than any other single activity 
associated with our Church. year the

The Rev. W. J. Baitd, seconding the adop- 
tion of the report, said that they were only 
now beginning to realise the great value of 
the cork of the Rev. Dr. Corkey, and the 
United Protestant. Committee, in securing an 
amendment of the Education Act in order to 
preserve religious. mstruction in the da 
schools, In each of the large towed schools 
in Belfast their Church had ap 
chaplain, Cay the Minister ‘of the nearest 
congregation, to supervise the feligious work 
among Presbyterian children. They were in 
a difficulty in this matter compared with the 
Church of Ireland, which had a large number 
of curates available. They tried, however, to 
visit all the schools at least once| each week. 

The report was adopted, together with a 
resolution to the effect that advantage be 
taken to the fullest extent in every part of 
the Church of the magnificent opportunities 
afforded for religious training in their day 
schools. 


UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 


The Rev. Dr. Hasleit, M.A., presented and 
moved the tion of the report on Univer- 
sity Education, which stated that there was 
a record number of students attending 
Queens University, numbering almost 1,600. 
"here were over 500 students in each of the 
Faculties of Arts and Medicine. In all the 
Faculties of the University, Presbyterian 
students were. well eapreeennes they were 
easily first in number. Twenty-seven students 
were looking forward to the ministry of the 
[righ Presyterian Church, 

In Magee College, Derry, there were 155 
students on the books during the year. The 
number of students in Trinity College had 
greatly increased in recent years. The 
number of. Presbyterian students, especially 
of those preparing for the ministry, seemed 
to he larger this year. 

The Rev, Dr. Watson seconded the motion, 
and the report was adopted. 


THE MANSES 


The Clerk (the Rey. Dr. Watson) stated 
that the Business Committee, having con- 
sidered the question of the legal position 
occasioned by the adeption. of the overture 
on the occupation of manses, had licensed a 
resolution which was now to be submitted to 
the House. 

The Rev. John Waddell, who drafted the

He thought, in having passed the overture, 
the Assembly could afterwards say who was 
the minister, and the resolution he would now 
suggest might be added to Mr. Clements’s

“AA minister to whom this Act applies, 
whose right to the use of the manse or glebe 
shall determine pursuant to the provisions of 
Clause 2 hereof shall thereupon. cease to be 
the minister for the time being of the con- 
gregation in connection with which such 
manse or glebe is held. Provided always that 
nothing in this clause shall be read or con- 
strued as altering or in any Wise affecting any 
‘of the rights of any minister of the Chareo 
who ceases to orm the active duties of the 
ministry which do not relate to the use of 
any such manse or glebe.’ :

SCHOOL, BELFAST 


GánnáionsaniÉhhnnnáineoa 
Ashleigh House School, Belfast, is well 


known as one of the most up-to-date schools 
for girls in Ireland, and it held its annual 
festival on Saturday, June ist, when parents 
and friends were afforded an opportunity of 
seeing over the buildings, which are delight- 
fully situated in the midst of well-kept 
grounds and gardens. The guests, who 
numbered about three hundred, and who 
came from all parts of Ireland, were received 
by Miss Shearman, B.Mus., and Miss Rosa- 
lind Shearman, B.A., and at once proceeded 
to the gymnasium, where an interesting and 
attractive programme was presented, which 
included choral verse-speaking by junior and 
senior choirs, songs by the School choir, a 
duet for two pianos, a sextet, mimes and 
plays. The standard of the programme was 
very high, and it was greatly appreciated by 
the audience. 

After the concert Miss Shearman, in a 


of interest which had taken place during 
1934. It had, she said, been a year of that 
quiet and steady work that was so essential 
for the well-being of a school, and yet it was 
a year of good achievement, as was shown 
by the result of the VI.th form work. Eight 
students had gained the Senior Certificate of 
the Ministry of Education for Northern Íre- 
land, and eighteen had gained the School 
Certificate granted by the Examining Syndi- 
cate of Cambridge University. This seemed a 
good record for a school of their size; for 
it should be remembered that it was not a 
large school, nor did their governors ever 
wish it to become so. They had enough 
pupils in thé senior forms to keep up 


active interest at a time when students 
begin to specialise and brach off 
into various groups, yet the numbers 


were sufficiently under control to allow the 
principals a thorough knowledge of the 
capacity and requirements of each student, 
and to enable each girl to feel that she 
has her own part to play in the work 
and organisation of the School and its activi- 
ties. The new Secretarial Training Depart- 
ment also had been very successful. The 
numbers in this department were very 
strictly limited, as the work was, of neces- 
sity, of a very individual nature, all mem- 
bers who entered for examinations had 
gained good diplomas in the various secre- 
tarial subjects, and most of those who wished 
to do so had obtained satisfactory posts. 
During the year the various school activi- 
ties had flourished—music, which receives 
much encouragement at Ashleigh, had reached 
a high standard, and the flourishing orches- 
tra gave those who took part in it an ex- 
perience of the joy of ensemble music. The 
company of Guides and the Brownie Pack 
had been as enthusiastic as ever; the French 
Circle, the Literary and Debating Society, 
the Senior. and Junior Libraries, and the 
Naturalists’ Society had all flourished. Games 
and: outdoor activities were pursued as 
keenly as ever—gardening, swimming, 
hockey, badminton, netball and tennis each 
having its own season. Though these were 
considered the lighter side of school life, yet 
they had tremendous educational value, be- 
cause their various committees were composed 
of the girls themselves, who were thus given 
an opportunity of developing their powers 
of organisation, and of showing that adapta- 
bility and power of taking a practical share 
in the social activities of others that is often 
a decisive factor towards a successful career. 
After the concert ‘the guests proceeded to 
one of the lawns, where Mrs, Forrest, one 
of the Governors of the School, unveiled a 
memorial erected by the present oo 
in loving memory of two fellow-pupils, Kath- 
leen McNaught and Freda Smyth. The 
memorial took the form of a bird bath, which 
was beautifully designed and executed by 
Miss Praeger, whose work is so well known. 
During the afternoon the Old Ashleighans 
held a Cake Fair in the Kindergarten build- 
ings; the proceeds of which are to be devoted 
to their hospital fund. : 

The visitors were then entertained to tea, 
and were invited to inspect the class-rooms 
and dormitories, and these are all most up- 
to-date in their equipment. The dormitories 
are artistic, each having its own colour 
scheme, and each has its own set-in-basins 
and bathroom. The school rooms, including 
the Domestic Science Room and the Science 
Laboratory and the Art Room, are very 
attractive, and the Lecture Room, which has 
been ‘fitted with an epidiascope and film pro- 
jector gives scope for much interesting work. 
The afternoon, which closed with an exhibi- 
tion of Swedish. drill and games in the beauti- 
fal grounds surrounding the school, was very 
enjoyable, and what helped to make it so 
was the charming manner in which the girls 
themselves acted as hostesses, which they 
did with quiet ease and a complete lack of 
self -consciousness.,

- LICENCES 
CLERK CHARGED WITH 

| FORGERY

In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Sullivan, Peter Paul Farrell, 'a 
turf commission agent s clerk, Grey street, 
Dublin, was charged with conspiracy and 
forging and uttering fifty fat cattle export 
licences, and with obtaining £50 from Edward 
Callaghan, cattle dealer, Cabra.

He gave licences to a man named 
Ross and made a profit on them. He could 
not say that the liceuces he received back 
from Ross were the licences he gave to Ross. 
Farrell asked him to return the licences and 
told him that he would retura the rest of the 
money. He had known Farrell for a number 
of years and had not the slightest anxiety 
about the balance of the money. He did 
not think that Farrell would deliberately de- 
fraud him. 

Patrick M. O'Hagan, Higher Executive 
Officer, Department of Agriculture, stated 
that the British import licences regulating 
the importation of certain classes of cattle 
into Britain wer: supplied to the Department 
of Agriculture from the British Board of 
Trade through the office of the High Com-

In the course of his cross-examination the 
witness said that the Departmeit had a de- 
cided objection to a person selling a licence 
without a beast. So far as he knew, it was 
not an offence against the law, but if it were 
brought to the notice of the Department they 
would not issue any further licences to an 
offender.
